Joseph  is  here  at  Loyola  on  a scholarship  provided  by  the  Consolato 
Fathers,  an  order  of  Italian  missionaries  working  in  Joseph’s  district 
of  Africa.  He  was  selected  for  the  scholarship  on  the  basis  on  his  high 

school  record. 

African  Education 
Obtaining  his  primary  and  second- 
ary education  in  his  native  Africa, 
he  completed  his  high  school  educa- 
tion at  a government  school  at  Embu, 
80  miles  north  of  Nairobi. 

Junior  Clerk 

After  a lapse  of  almost  two  years, 
during  which  he  worked  as  a clerk 
in  a bank,  Joseph  decided  to  pursue 
his  studies  once  again.  He  received 
the  scholarship  from  the  Consolato 
Fathers  in  August  of  this  year. 
Joseph  financed  his  way  to  the 
United  States  from  the  money  he 
saved  while  he  was  working. 

Chem  Major 

Joseph  plans  to  major  in  Chemis- 
try and  hopes  to  return  to  his  native 
Nairobi  to  be  a chemistry  teacher. 

We  of  the  Greyhound  would  like 
to  take  this  occasion  to  welcome  our 
visitor  from  Africa  and  hope  that 
his  stay  in  the  states  will  be  as 
profitable  and  rewarding  as  we  know 
our  association  with  him  will  be.

During  the  academic  year  1960-1  more  than  twenty  students  participa- 
ted in  seven  honors  projects  in  History,  French,  German,  English,  and 
Ethics.  During  the  present  semester  four  students  are  participating  in 
an  honor  projects  in  History.  Additional  honors  projects  are  contemplated 
for  the  spring  semester  in  other  departments. 

In  general  the  honors  projects  consist  of  extensive  reading  in  a particular 
field,  together  with  the  preparation  of  a paper  or  papers  to  be  discussed 
with  the  professor  or  to  be  presented  in  a seminar  of  students  pursuing 
related  projects. 


Extensive  Experiments 

In  the  sciences  the  honors  pro- 
jects consist  of  extensive  laboratory 
experiments  with  suitable  dis- 
cussion and  reports. 

The  work  of  students  enrolled  in 
honor  projects  may  be  accepted  in 
place  of  or,  in  addition  to,  regular 
course  requirements.  In  some  cases 
students  may  be  excused  from  the 
necessity  of  class  attendance.  In  all 
cases  a notation  of  successful  honors 
work  is  made  on  the  student’s  re- 
cord. 

Encouragement 

Full  encouragement  i s given  to  the 
departments  to  inaugrate  and  to 
develop  various  honors  projects. 
Any  department  is  permitted  an 
honors  project  with  qualified  stu- 
dents.

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  project,  the 
results  of  which  will  be  tabulated 
by  the  Statistics  Committee  of  the 
Management  Club,  is  to  decide 
whether  or  not  the  installation  of 
one  or  more  Modern  Language  Clubs 
on  campus  would  be  advantageous 
for  the  students  and  for  the  school.

These  preceptorials  are  composed 
of  10  or  less  students  and  are 
forums  (similar  to  Loyola's  honor 
seminars)  where  the  members 
openly  and,  sometimes,  heatedly 
discuss  various  topics  as  the  presi- 
ding professor  tries  to  direct  the 
channels  of  learning. 

Also  while  at  Princeton,  our  new 
faculty  member  entered  into  the 
state  of  marital  bliss,  when  he  was 
married  between  semesters  of  his 
freshmen  year.  Now  married  5 
years,  he  and  his  wife  have  two 
children,  a boy  and  a girl.

"Real  cool,  man,  real  cool!” 
This  beat-en  expression  refers  to 
the  surpassing  merit  of  the  music 
in  "Paris  Blues,"  not  to  the  tem- 
perature. The  plot  and  the  acting 
are  a little  warmer  and  may  leave 
the  audience  a little  cold. 

Paul  Neuman  plays  Ram  Bowen,  a 
real  gone  trombone  artist,  who 
seems  to  have  women  as  his  avo- 
cation and  spends  much  of  his  film 
time  crawling  in  and  out  of  bed. 
Neuman  still  remains  the  sexiest 
actor  since  Maidenform  ads.  But 
his  acting  ability  does  not  quite 
rank  him  with  the  Barrymores. 

Joanne  Woodward  presents  a new 
face  of  Eve.  As  a divorced  mother 
of  two  she  comes  to  Paris  in  search 
of  what  everyone  comes  to  Paris 
in  search  of.  However,  as  the  mother 
of  two,  she  still  has  a lot  to  learn, 
and  much  of  the  picture  elaborates 
on  her  educative  process. 

The  third  member  of  the  trium- 
virate is  Sidney  Poitier.  This  rel- 
atively young  Negro  actor  plays 
the  most  convincing  role  in  the 
picture.  As  Eddie  Cook,  a saxo- 
phonist and  arranger  for  Ram,  he 
serves  as  a support  for  a badly 
sagging  and  sogging  plot.  One  of 
the  saving  features  of  the  movie 
is  its  treatment  of  the  race  ques- 
tion. It  is  not  a crusade. 

Without  a doubt  the  best  note 
in  the  show  is  the  music.  Written 
by  Duke  Ellington,  the  score  bears 
the  mark  of  that  style  which  has 
long  ranked  the  Duke  as  a great. 
Much  of  the  music  is  played  by 
Neuman  and  Cook  who  are  about  as 
familiar  with  their  instruments  as 
John  D.  Rockerfeller  with  the  poor 
house. 

Besides  the  above  mentioned, 
Louis  (Satchmo)  Armstrong  also 
makes  an  appearance  as  a visiting 
jazz  great  named  Wild  Man  Moore 
and  he  lives  the  role  as  only  he 
can. 

The  movie  for  all  the  faults  is 
very  enjoyable,  especially  if  you 
are  a music  lover.  The  jazz  is 
"Trad,  day,  and  the  coolest!”  The 
show  is  nothing  more  than  it  really 
.proposes  to  be,  a kind  of  Paris 
American  Bandstand. 

If  you  are  interested  in  a high- 
type  intellectual  drama,  with  a long 
"a",  don’t  go  to  see  "Paris  Blues." 
But  if  you  desire  to  view  a picture 
for  pure  enjoyment  with  the  only 
prerequisite  being  a sympathetic 
heart  and  a love  of  a good  sound, 
dig  "Paris  Blues.”

The  Hound  soccer  team  ran  into  some  tough  luck  in  its  first  three  games. 
They  dropped  all  three  by  the  same  score,  1-0. 

On  Tuesday,  October  3,  the  Towson  State  booters  scored  in  the  last 
30  seconds  of  the  game  to  defeat  Loyola  1-0.  The  Greyhounds  played  a 
good  game,  hustling  all  the  way,  but  they  were  just  unable  to  get  their  of- 
fense rolling. 

Last  Friday,  at  Salem,  Vriginia,  the  Hound  booters  dropped  their  second 

straight  to  Roanoke,  again  by  the  1-0 
margin.  The  two  squads  had  battled 
through  89  minutes  of  scoreless 
play  when,  with  30  seconds  re- 
maining in  the  second  overtime 
period,  John  Dunlap,  a Freshman 
reserve  for  the  hosts,  put  the  ball 
in  the  nets  to  provide  the  margin 
of  victory.  The  Roanoke  goalie 
made  many  spectacular  saves  as 
Loyola  bombed  the  Roanoke  goal  26 
times.  However,  the  Hounds  scored 
no  direct  hit.  Denny  Grabowski  had 
two  near  misses  as  his  shots  bounced 
off  the  goal  posts. 

Hounds  Lose  To  Lynchburg 
The  next  afternoon,  Loyola  visited 
Lynchburg  and  again  came  away 
losers  by  the  same  1-0  score.  The 
Hornets  scored  early  and  held  down 
the  Hound  offense  the  rest  of  the 
game. 

The  Hounds  will  be  getting  a 
complex  about  these  1-0  scores. 
However,  the  players  feel  that  the 
team  will  be  okay  after  they  score 
that  first  goal.  The  Greyhound  of- 
fensive line  has  not  been  able  to 
penetrate  the  9 man  defenses  which 
the  other  teams  have  been  throwing 
up.  Dennis  Grabowski,  the  Hounds 
great  scoring  threat,  has  hardly  had 
a clean  shot  at  the  nets. 

The  Hound  booters  will  play 
Catholic  University  here  tomorrow 
at  2:30  P.M.  For  the  next  two 
weeks  then,  they  will  be  on  the  road, 
meeting  Western  Maryland,  Balti- 
more University,  and  John  Hopkins 
on  October  21,  25,  and  28  respec- 
tively.
